THE DEAN WAS ABSENT. 


As denn of the diplomatic cori)» the 


British ambiiHsndor, Lord Pauncefote, is 
iistuilly the first of Hie cnllrra to greet 
tlie president. Today, however, he was 
absent from the line, having conveyed 
hi» private gre«ings to the prenidoiit, 
»nd tin* head ,of the line was taken by 
Liuly Pauncefotc nnd the Misses Pniin- 
cefote and the many military, naval and 
civil member* of the British establish- 
ment, all of the onieiuls iu full uniform. 
The t'rench ambassador, M. Cambon, 
with all the members of the embassy 
staff, was next in line. The ambassador 
had hurried from Paris in order to pay 
his New Year's respects to the presi- 
dent. He looked hula nnd hearty, after 
Ins six months in Europe.

spects. The reception began promptly at 
11 o clock and it was 1»:30 before the 
la*t pel-son in line had been presented to 
the president nud n quarter of an hour 
later before the reception conic to an 
end.

cessful, the attendance not only'being 
large, but the decorations really beuuti- 
tnl. the arrangements perfect and the 
president in excellent spirits. To each 
pel-son he extended n cordial happy New 
li-nr, and Mrs. Roosevelt was equally 
pleasing to each person who tiled past 
the hue in the bine parlor, where the re- 
ceiving patty stood. Hiss Alice Koose- 
velt was conspicuous among those as- 
sisting at the reception.

Mr. McComb objected to Mr. Hcrzog 


as a prospective son-in-law, and a few 
days before his death he added a codicil 
to his will, which has deferred the wed- 
ding until the pres-ont. Mr. McComb's 
fortune wns estimated at the time of 
his death at $20,000,000. By the pro- 
visions of his will, which has boon in ex- 
istence for years, his daughter Fannie 
would have received up waul of $4,000,- 
000. By the codicil it was provided that 
if she were married to Mr. Herzog she 
should be cut off with an income of 
$15,000 n yeni- during her life, $300,000 
to go on her deuth to each of her chil- 
dren. Soon after her father's death Miss 
McComb, through Attorney W. W. Mc- 
Farlane, brought suit against tho Title 
Guaranty nnd Trust Co., executors of 
her father's will, seeking to have the 
courts declare the 
new oodicile void. 


The courts refused to consider the ques- 
tion prior to the marriage of Miss Mc- 
Coinb.

(luestion of our iu-w possessions, but 
I'm convinced that the retention of the 
Philippines, Guam and Hawaii is abso- 
lutely essential to our commercial de- 
velopment, ily contention is, that the 
possession of Hawaii, Guam and the 
Philippines irives to tho United States 
an iudepensable advantage iu the strug- 
gle for commercial power in the east. 


As to Cuba the general said: "Cuba 


will bo a part of us. The people will 
eventually realize that all their best 
interests demand union. While I was iu 
Cuba n number of prominent Cubans in- 
dicated to mo that this1 sentiment even 
then generally prevailed." 


GOING TO HELP HANNA 


Berlin, Jan. 1.—The New Year's fes- 


Imties were marked by the emergence 
oi the court from mourning. There was 
service- in the morning ju the palace 
cliapel in the presence of the imperial 
tamily, Chancellor Von Buelow and other 
Mgmturies. After the ceremony of nail- 
ing the staffs and standards of several 
new corps, the emperor and empress re- 
ceived the diplomats. Later in the aft- 
ernoon the emperor returned the calls of 
the ambafesudors. 
Emperor William's 


appearance on the streets was the occa- 
sion of a public ovation. 


A New Year's reception is a function 


to which uo diplomat of lower rank than 
an ambassador is invited. In his con- 
versation with Ambassador White the 
enJDeror referred to President Koose- 
velt in most pleasant 
terms, saying 


lxoosev«lt evidently knew his own mind 
and speaks it, adding: "He says what 
he means and means what he says." 


His majesty received and reciprocated 


the personal congratulations and good 
wishes recently sent him by President 
Koosevelt and spoke cordially respecting 
the United States, especially referring 
to the progress made iu shipbuilding and 
expressed satisfaction nt the perfectly 
friendly relations under which the two 
nations begin the new year. 


His majesty then expressed high sat- 


isfaction with his new yacht and when 
renewing his charge to White to present 
his personal good wishes to the president, 
the emperor added the request that, at 
the launching of the yacht the presi- 
dent's daughter should be allowed to 
name the vessel.

Workers officials have decided to boy- 
cott all places of business where the 
union is not recognized. This will in- 
clude many persons most affected by 
the convention. To make tho plan suc- 
cessful a fine will be imposed upon each

the sole purpose of unloading more books 
upon the parental public. In this man- 
ner the bonded free- system of education 
has been made a hollow mockery, for it 
costs ns much to edncnto a child nt 
the public schools us it docs at a private 
academy where regular tuition fees are 
charged. It is nn abuse thnt ousht to 
have been dropped long ago ami it 
speaks -volumes for tho patience of the 
people that they have put. up with it so 
Ions.

Tho mortality of Doiiotliingism accord- 


ing to insurance statistics, is much high- 
er than that of men with serious occupa- 
tions. It is well known that in certain 
occupations the death rate is very high, 
brewers and saloonkeepers, <>. g., dying 
about twice as fast as the average; and 
butchers, works in the building trades, 
SJassworkers, miners, chemists and drug- 
gists, being much ,-ibove the average.

\o be busy. Tho truth may bo of service 
to the rich, and shows that poverty and 
oven the most injurious work is less 
dangerous than wealth and idleness.

WHOLESALE VACCINATION 


Ordered at Lincoln As a Result of Sma 


Pox Outbreak 


Reports from the Illinois asylum for 


.'et-ble-minded children in Lincoln, where 
here arc 100 and more pronounced cases 
of small pox among the 1,000 inmates 
and 185 employes are to the effect that 
:here have been no new cases discovered 
luring the past two days and the pa- 
ients afflicted are doing well. It appears 
hat the epidemic originated from a boy 
vho was sent from Chicago to the asy- 
iim as an inmate. 


When Dr. Eagau o£ the state board of 


icalth pronounced the patients in the 
lospital to have small pox quarantine 
vas established only nt the hospital. 
The state and city authorities, following 
i consultation declared that the en- 
ire institution was under quarantine re- 
trictions and would continue so until 
fficial notice from the health •ftuthor- 
ties to the contrary. There is no com- 
nunication with the outside world. The 
'iu<f>ln board of education has issued 
n order that all teachers and pupils 
vonld have to have certificates of vac- 
inalion before they can return to the 
ublic schools. 
The asylum is situated on the outskirts 
f the city and with the strict qnaraii- 
ine it is thought the disease will not 
pread to the city.

state, Decatur has too many fires. That's 
what Chief Devore said after consulting 
statistics gathered from tho reports of 
insurance companies and the reports of 
the fire chiefs. 


During the year just closed there were 


1.S8 alarms, answered by the Decatur de- 
partment. ,Thut number includes false 
alarms nnd all. The chief declares that 
no city in the bame class as Decatur, in 
this state, has anything like thnt num- 
ber. What the records ot other cities 
will show for the last calendar year 
Chief Dovoi-e does not know. During the 
calendar year 1900, there were four cit- 
ies of all classes in this state that an- 
swered as many alarms 
as Deeutur. 


They were Chicago, Peoria, Quincy and 
Rockford, the latter city exceeding the 
record of Decatur by one alarm. In com- 
menting on this fact tho chief said: "Wo 
can t prevent fires beins; started. Fortu- 
nately we are not held responsible for 
that. All wo can do is to try to put 
them out once they are under way." 


During the last twelve mouths Deca- 


tur hud many alarms and had four of 
what might be called big fires. The first 
big one of the yenr wns the burning of 
the brick building occupied by Mueller, 
Platt & AVheeland, on Corro 
Gordo 


street. That occurred last February. 


The blowing up and burning of the 


store of the- Decatur Gun company on 
the night of July 4 was next and the 
destruction of the stock in Johnston's 
dry goods store followed. Near to the 
close of the ye.ir ctime the burning of 
mill A of the Shrllabargcr plant. 


In each instance, so far as the insur- 


ance was concerned, the loss was total. 
In all of those fires there was never any 
satisfactory explanation, of the causes. 
The first was far advanced when dis- 
covered. The gun store was a wreck a 
few moments after the fire started. The 
stuff didn't wait to burn, but exploded 
and the firemen fought a series of explo- 
sions. The fire in the dry goods store 
had n big start before any one knew of 
the danger. 


The fire at the mill a few days ago 


had burned to the roof before an alarm 
was turned in and that it was confined 
within the walls of the building in which 
it started reflects great credit on the 
department and the- men who helped 
them^even though they did the work 
under the iavor of no wind and the fire 
starting for tliein in a plafe of greatest 
advantage. Wednesday afternoon, while 
discussing the recent fire, Chief Devore 
said: "There was never a fire in De- 
ciitnr when so much water was poured 
on it in tho snino length of time. The 
opera house fire, which lasted longer, re- 
quired more water, but hour for hour we 
put t n U e ns niur-li water on the mill fire 
ns we did on the opera house block. In 
spite of the fact that the pumps at the 
water works were going all of tho time 
wo lowered the stage of water in tho 
reservoir two and one-half feet while the 
firo was in progress."
